He hind been accused of bringing 
the country to the edge of war and 
then had deen denied the merit of 
having snatched it back to safety 
again! 


“Some of those who made accusa~ 
tlong have quickly forgotten the cone 
ditions last week, 


“Nobody has been through what I 
had had to go through dny after day 
of come face to face with the thought 
that, as a last resort. I, and T alone, 
had to say that “yes” or “no” which 
svould decide the fate of millions of 

my. tellow-countrymen, their wives 
and thelr families, 

“Nobody who his been through 
that can readily forget it. For that 
reason 1 am not here in a mood to 
try and sce what I con do In the way 
of retort.” - 

“War to-day is different not only 
In degree but also in Icind to that 
used before,” declared the Premicr, 

If war starts to-day, it will be in 
the very first hour, before any pro- 
fessionnl soldier, sailor or airman 
had been touched, It will strike ot 
the workman, the clerk, the man in 
- the. street or the bus, his wife and 
children, and thelr home. 

“When one thinks af things of 
that kind, one cannot ask people to 
accept the prospect, onc cannot foree 
them Into n position where they would 

“have to accept, unless one felt, ond 
could make them feel, that the caus¢e 
on which they were going to war was 
n vital cause which transcended all

Last your an amateur n 
Galashiels succeeded in. transmitting 
signals to the United States on a 
wave-length of ‘flve metres. The 
full importance of this feat be 
understood when it is realised that 
expert opinion laid ft down that the 
maximum range of 5-metre trans~ 
missions was not freater than be- 
tween two points visible to cach 
other! 

That Scots “ham” caused canster- 
nation among the military staffs of 
the world, Five-metre field scts 
had been regarded as ideal for army 
work, because their limited range, 
while enabling communications to 
be mude over short distances, ren- 
dered it unlikely that they could be 
overheard by distant enemy | sti- 
tlons, 

The work of the Civillan Wireless 
Reserve will entail working with 
portable sets, and under conditions 
different fram those of the ordinary 
amateur’s home station.

talk in England at pre-

He waa 
charged under the OMeial Scerets 
Act.

_ Let us cirele the map with the 
cuble files of the past few weeks 
upon the desk. Canada is the 
oldest and the largest of the 
self-governing members of the 
Imperial , family. The United 
Kingdom is about to pay for the 
manufacture of bomberg in the 
Dominion, a Reuter messago of 
a fortnight ago tells us. The 
shortening of the gap between 
the Motherland -and its brood is 
exemplified by the additional 
information that these bombers 
will fly across the Atlantic under 
their own power for delivery. 

News of Australia’s gradual 
re-urmament has been drifting 
neross the front pages during 
the past five years and you read 
more and more reports of re- 
armament,.
